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IMPORTING CATTLE 
In light of recently completed reciprocity treaty 
tooiwccn the United States and Canada, which promises 
ao be a big campaign ijuic next year, It is of interest to 
mote that cattle imports to the United States mounted 
sharply during October, the latest month for which fig- 
ures arc available.- It is to be remembered that cattle 
jrc one of the farm products which arc to be admitted 
under lower rates from Canada in the new treaty. 

According to a report of the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce, imporu of cattle over the Cana- 
dian and Mexican borders during October totaled 
32.246 head, the largest number since June. It is to be 
noted also that the number jumped from a little more 
«han tH.OOO head in Scppcmber and that the cattle im- 
ported in October a year ago numbered only 1,287. 

In the first ten months of this year the United 
States imported JI2,2J7 head of cattle, mostly from the 
Dominion of Canada and Mexico. This contrasts with 
a total number of 58,740 for tli: first ten months of 

1934. , . V . ■ - -I 

A great many of the cattle brought in. it is said, 

are feeders who are taking the place of the supply de- 
pleted last vcar by the AAA program, which was aided 
by the drouth. Last >i'ar we slaughtered the "t tie be- 
muse there wasn't enough pasture in the West. This 
year there is plenty of corn and plenty of pasture, but 
the number of feeders is ifecidcly shy. 

Of course, when the new Canadian treaty goes into 
effect wc needn't worry much about a cattle shortage 
any more. If the AAA decides we have too many cat- 
tle and they should be slaughtered, and then it turns 
out we haven't enough cattle of our own, it will be 
comparatively easy to import *em from Canada under 
the new arrangements. Not only will wc be import- 



ing livestock, but wc shall be getting in dairy producti, 

too. This will. make it unnccesiary for the tanners of 

the United States to produce as much butler and cheese 

as formerly. Tlicn they can pay more attention to tap 

dancing. animaL training and other phases of the more 

abundant life. There is nothing like a wise patcnul 

government to figure these things out ior us.

FACTS AND THEORIES OFTEN CLASH 
During the last few years wc have heard much oj 
the so-called "'new economics." This economics, which 
bears little resemblance to that developed by great 
thinkers of the past, has gamed a large measure of pub- 
lic attention— and perhaps a large public following, by 
promising everyone almost everything that they can pos- 
sibly desire. , 

in a recent address. Charles R. Gay. President of the 
New York Stock Exchange, looked at economics with 
the eyes, not of a visionary theoretician, but of a busi- 
ness man. And. in part, he said: All of uj face our 
daily routine in two capacities. \vc are both hciarder 
and spender; consumer and producer; employer and em- 
pIo>t!; buyer and seller; tax payer and tax beneficiary. 
None of us prospers by exercising just one of these dual 
functions, but by balancing one against the other. 

"When the new economists approached the prob- 
lem of the depression and sought a solution . . . .they 
majc the mistake of believing that stimuli which pro- 
duced a given set of results when one set of human 
characteristics is in the ascendancy, would produce the 
same results when the opposite set is in the ascendancy. 
It requires only a moment's thought to realize that this 
is not the case. When a manufacturer is ■working his 
plant full time and earning profits, he can readily advance 
his selling price, if such advance is justified by rising 
costs and a vigorous demantf for his product. Under 
these conditions the higher price is not likely to reduce 
his volume of sales. Uut when that same manufacturer 
is running half-time, and at a' loss, the. result ^w^l be 
very different if he is forced by some outside agency tu 
raise his prices. His volume of sales will immediate^; 
decline, his loss increase, and his ability to employ labor 
will diminish." 

There is the basic fallacy of the kind of economics 
which attempts to "spend tlic nation into recovery." 
and attempts to achieve business stability by fiat, re- 
strictive legislation or other artificialities. It may 
sound good — but it won't work.
